Education, a need of today and 
a much greater need for the fu- 
ture, is suffering a large decrease 
as the youth of a war-conscious 
world are swayed to drop their 
educational opportunities for the 
prospect of obtaining high paying 
war-time jobs where employees 
are scarce and help is desper- 
ately needed. 


The few years this nation has 
been at war has already lured 
huge numbers of students away 
from educational institutions to 
become war wage earners. Posi- 
tions pay well now but when de- 
mobilization follows after the 
war, there will be thousands of 
these workers without jobs, not 
wanting to return to school and | 
still lacking sufficient education. 

Movements are being’ con- 
ducted throughout the country, 
especially in the large cities 
where the decrease in school en- 
rollment ‘is particularly notice- 
able, to urge youth to continue 
their studies and prepare for to- 
morrow. 

Students can still aid in the 
war. effort by having part-time 
employment or working during 
vacation periods on farms, in can- 
neries and various places where 
help is needed. 

The thing that must be remem- 
bered is that the future of this 
country will be in the hands of 
today’s youth and they must not 
possess such infirm characteris- 
tics as ignorance, incompetence, 
and weak citizenship. There can 
be no fear of this if they con- 
tinue their education now!

New Scholarship Rule 


At S.J.C; ‘C Average 
Must Be Maintained 


A new ruling announced last week by President 


John B. Lemos is in effect 


this year commencing with 


this semester at Salinas Junior College dealing with 
O—_—— _qx— 


the scholastic record of J.C. stu- 
dents. 

The newly adopted rule is this: 
‘Any student who fails to main- 
tain a “C” average in the courses 
he or she is taking during one 
semester at this college will be 
placed on probation for the suc- 


ceeding semester. 

If during the semester on pro- 
bation, the student fails to come 
up to a “C” average, he will be 
dismissed from college for a pe- 
riod of not less than one semes- 
ter. He may be admitted again 
only if he presents evidence suf- 
ficient to convince the adminis- 
tration that he has developed 
the ability and the determina- 
ticn to work hard enough to keep 
his scholastic standing above the 
designated “C” average. 

This system also is used by the 
University of California, but is 
not a state law.
